A marathon walk for Noah raises 
£7,350 for the children’s hospice 


A BARRY optometrist, and her friends 
and family, have helped to raise more 
than £7,000 for Ty Hafan - in memory of 
her cousin’s hahy grandson, Noah, who 
died in his mother’s arms just before 
Christmas. 

Annette Dobbs, who revealed in The GEM in 
May that a group of people would be walking the 
Pembrokeshire path in west Wales, on behalf of the 
Sully-based children’s hospice, said: “The group 
was able to raise an amazing £7,350. 

“We were absolutely delighted to raise funds for 
this exceptional charity and I would like to say a 
very big thank you to everyone who supported us.” 

The walk started at Newgale beach and ended at 
The Sloop Inn, Porthgain. 

The group consisted of people from the Vale, 
Cardiff and even parts of England.

Annette explained: “We walked the 26.2 miles in 
11 hours. The thought of walking that far was 
daunting, but we had a great day on the coastal 
path. 

“The weather was perfect for walking and, apart 
from a few blisters, we made it unscathed - 
although we were very pleased to see The Sloop at 
Porthgain at the end of our journey!” 

Eoremost in the minds of the walkers was Noah, 
who was born in Eebruary 2011 with a very serious 
brain injury. Although the first few weeks of his 
life were touch and go, he possessed a fighting 
spirit and was able to go home to live with his par¬ 
ents, Hywel and Colleen Tyler. 

Noah then experienced a life-threatening 
episode and deterioration, and the family decided 
he would be best cared for at the Sully-based hos¬ 


pice. Annette said: “Ty Hafan looked after Noah 
and the whole family. They were wonderful, pro¬ 
viding medical and pastoral care.” 

In October 2011, the staff threw an early first 
birthday party for Noah. He died a few weeks later, 
just before Christmas, in his mother’s arms. 

Noah will never be forgotten by his family and 
his finger art’ adorns the hospice walls. 

Tracy Jones, a family support practitioner at Ty 
Hafan, told The GEM the hospice was thrilled with 
the support of the group of marathon walkers. 

“On behalf of all the children, young people and 
their families who use Ty Hafan, I would like to 
thank Annette for organising the walk and for rais¬ 
ing an incredible amount of money for the hospice.

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‘Dismayed' by the 
decline of airport

TY wife and 
I are dis- 
Lmayed by 
the decline of 
Cardiff Airport, 
and feel strongly 
that more should be 
done by the Welsh 
Assembly to reverse 
the trend. 

(I refer to the report 
on Cardiff Airport, in 
last week’s GEM, July 
19). 

We moved to Llantwit 
Major in 2010 from 
Hertfordshire and a con¬ 
sideration of living here, 
was to be near an airport 
that we could travel 
from. 

We regularly fly to 
Malaga in Spain and 
before moving here we 
normally used Luton 
Airport. The difference 
in passenger numbers is 
astounding. For the year 
2011, Cardiff was 1.22 
million, and Luton 9.5 
million. Even Bristol 
attracted 5.78 million 
passengers last year. 

There are some simi¬ 
larities between Luton 
and Cardiff Airports. 
Neither has a direct rail 
link and both are run by 
the same Spanish con¬ 
sortium. I accept the 
population in the south¬ 
east of England is large, 
but there are numerous 
airports serving the area 
and competition is 
strong. 

In Wales, we only 
have one airport. The 
road and rail link is sim¬ 
ilar to Luton Airport, so 


why are Cardiff Airport 
passenger numbers in 
the decline? 

Well, it all comes 
down to the price we, as 
passengers, have to pay 
and the choice we have. 

Quite simply, flying 
out of Cardiff is too 
expensive. 

I know many people 
here in the Vale choose 
Bristol as an alternative, 
and we may drive all the 
way back to Luton next 
time we go to Malaga. 

We, like all those 
other people, would pre¬ 
fer to use Rhoose if we 
could, and it is about 
time the Assembly sup¬ 
ported Cardiff Airport. 

We need to attract 
more low-cost airlines, 
which would then create 
the competition to drive 
down prices and increase 
the passenger numbers. 

Next month, a new 
Spanish operator - 
Vueling Airlines - is fly¬ 
ing out of Cardiff 
(unfortunately, not 
Malaga, so complain to 
Vueling like I did!) 

This, hopefully, is a 
start to turning around 
the decline of Cardiff 
Airport. 

If it were ever to 
close, this would be cat¬ 
astrophic for Cardiff and 
the whole of Wales. 

Having a busy and 
vibrant airport, would 
bring in many visitors 
and would greatly boost 
the economy and 
employment.

“They were in a 
small inflatable boat 
that was pulled out by 
the tide and were dan¬ 
gerously close to the 
rocks at the eastern 
end of the bay (Nell’s 
Point). 

“The lifeguard pad- 
died out on his surf¬ 
board, attached the 
inflatable to it and

pulled them to safety.

from the surfboard at 
one stage and was 
heading back towards 
the rocks! 

“The lifeguard did a 
fantastic job to save 
them both. 

“We managed to 
have a word with him 
and said - ‘jom did 
such a good job’ - but 
then he had to rush off 
It was a very busy day 
last Friday!”

Barry residenfs appeal for ‘courtesy' 


A BARRY resident 
has appealed to 
older drivers not to 
hold picnics in 
parking spots at 
The Knap! 

Mr Stewart Francis 
contacted The GEM to 
say he was delighted that 
the Vale Council would 
not be erecting pay and 
display machines at the 
Knap. 

However, he added: 
“Perhaps the Vale could 
do something to curb the 
anti-social behaviour 
exhibited -1 am ashamed 
to say - by drivers of my 
age, which is 60 plus, 
when they park.” 

Mr Francis, who likes 


to visit The Knap when 
the weather is pleasant, 
explained: “On a fine 
day, it can be difficult to 
find a parking space, and 
this is exacerbated by 
some people who park 
and are too lazy to walk 
some 20 feet to the peb¬ 
bles, to put down their 
picnic chairs and table. 

“Instead, they plonk 
them down on a parking 
space next to their vehi¬ 
cle and deny another 
motorist the use of a spot. 

“Surely, the idea 
should be for as many 
people to enjoy the area 
as possible?.”

sters those people would 
have plenty to say.” 

Mr Francis claimed 
that such selfishness 
meant that on busy days, 
some people missed out 
on a place to park, and 
had to turn back. 

“There is at least one 
individual who constant¬ 
ly parks his mobile home 
lengthways, taking up 
four parking spaces. He 
then proceeds to set up a 
table and chairs on 
another space, so five 
spaces in total are taken. 
Why should this be toler¬ 
ated? 

“If the Vale is not pre¬ 
pared to police the situa¬ 
tion, perhaps the only 
effective way to curb this 
selfish, anti-social behav¬ 
iour is to install pay and 
display machines. 

“At least it would 
ensure 100 per cent occu¬ 
pancy of spaces by vehi¬ 
cles and not individuals’ 
picnic paraphernalia.” 

Surprisingly, the Vale 
Council doesn’t object to 
the practice of picnics in 
parking spots. 

Miles Punter, director 
of visible services and 
housing, explained: 

“While the Knap Terrace 
car park area is designed 
primarily as a ‘car park’, 
the use of adjacent park¬ 
ing bays by motorists 
wh^o wish to picnic is not 
discouraged, provided 
they do so in a safe and 
courteous manner. 

“Many elderly 


motorists, in particular, 
have difficulty in access¬ 
ing the pebble beach 
areas and if they wish to 
set up a small table and 
some chairs in a sensible 
fashion in an adjacent 
bay to their cars, this can 
allow them to still enjoy 
the amenity offered by 
the excellent seaside 
location.” 

Mr Punter added that 
officers would be keep¬ 
ing an eye on parking 
areas. 

“We would hope that 
at peak times, a balance 
can be maintained 
between parking and 
other safe uses for the 
area; and, therefore, we 
have no plans at this time 
to introduce any further 
parking or land-use con¬ 
trols at this location. 

“My officers will 
however keep this matter 
under review.”

PUPILS at Rhws Primary School 
celebrated crossing the finish line 
of their very own 4,000-kilometre 
Olympic-themed sponsored run, 
which started on May 21. 

To highlight their achievement, they 
welcomed a VIP to a special school 
assembly last week - Olympic torchbearer 
Karen O’Donoghue-Harris, and the torch 
she carried through Barry on May 26. 

During their PE lessons, every pupil

They talked about 
their experiences and 
showed the movies they 
had made, at a presenta¬ 
tion morning for their 
parents and headteach- 

Heledd Gruffudd, 
from Ysgol Sant Curig, 
said: “The range of skills 
used as part of this proj¬ 
ect was hugely varied. 

“In a five-minute dis¬ 
cussion about lighting 
fires and extinguishing 
flames, they had covered 
a lesson’s worth of 
teaching.”

The drama took place 
at 9pm on Sunday, July

A Penarth RNLI 
spokeswoman explained: 
“The warm weather ear¬ 
lier in the day had 
brought out a large num¬ 
ber of walkers, enjoying 
a stroll along the coast 
between Penarth and 
Lavernock Point. 


“Before returning to 
the lifeboat station, the 
lifeboat - helmed by 
trainee Owain Davies 
and crewed by Maldwyn 
Hopkin, Jon Russill and 
Matt Church - carried 
out a patrol of the coast¬ 
line, to make sure 
nobody had become 
stranded by the quickly- 
rising tide. 

“As they did so, they 
spotted a couple walking 
their dog half-a-mile 
south of Penarth.

Ramblers cool off 
at Farewell Rock 


ON a sunny sum¬ 
mer day, three 
walkers joined 
Robin and his cock¬ 
er spaniel Pepper to 
conquer Cribarth, a 
ridge on the Black 
Mountain. 

This ridge is some¬ 
times referred to as the 
sleeping giant because of 
the shape of its outline; 
it has been extensively 
quarried over the years 
and contains many dis¬ 
used workings, tram 
roads and shakeholes. 

They started from 
near Craig y Nos 
Country Park and imme¬ 
diately climbed 700 feet 
up the side of the valley 
to Cribarth, where there 
were stunning views, 
including the dismantled 
railway station the 
famous opera diva 
Adelina Patti had built 
on the Neath and Brecon 
Railway line after pur¬ 
chasing Craig y Nos. 

Walking the ridgeway 
the group began to 


descend to Abercrave 
where they popped into 
the local pub for a swift 
drink to cool them 
down, and passing under 
the road, stopped for 
lunch to fortify them for 
the climb up the Nant 
Llech Gorge to Henrhyd 
waterfall. 

Passing over the edge 
of Farewell Rock, an 
unbroken drop of 90 feet 
(27 metres) into the 
steep wooded valley 
below means this is the 
highest waterfall in the 
Brecon Beacons 
National Park. 

With care it is possi¬ 
ble to walk on the rocky 
ledge and stand behind 
the towering waterfall 
and in the heat that 
seemed the most popular 
thing to do, followed by 
standing in the pool at 
the base or sitting on the 
bank enjoying a picnic. 

Leaving the waterfall 
they climbed out of the 
gorge and crossed fields 
down into the valley to 
join part of the Beacons 


Way, the 100-mile 
(161km) route from 
Ysgyryd Fawr, or Holy 
Mountain, in the east, to 
Bethlehem, near 
Llandeilo, in the west, 
which passes over some 
of the most beautiful 
landscape scenery in 
Wales. 

Making their way 
back to the start via 
Craig y Nos, where the 
castle was begun in 1841 
but not finished until 
Adelina Patti became the 
owner, the group had a 
quick peep at the theatre 
that was added by her 
and learned that after her 
death in 1919, the castle 
became a hospital, but 
has now been turned into 
a hotel and conference 
centre.

The group, consist¬ 
ing of brothers and sis¬ 
ters of some of the chil¬ 
dren and young people 
who spend time at Ty 
Hafan hospice, had 
been looking forward to 
the trip all year. 

Lynne Doyle has 
been the sibling support 
worker at Ty Hafan for 
the past three years. 

Her job is to help 
brothers and sisters deal 
with the changes in 
their family life, 
brought about by hav¬ 
ing a sibling who needs 
special and constant 
care. 

She explained: “All 
the young people are 
great, and their ability 
to cope with their par¬ 
ticular situation never 
ceases to amaze me. 

“They do need a bit 
of help now and then 
though, and knowing 
how much stress their 
parents can be under 


caring for their brother 
or sister can make them 
reluctant to add to their 
worries by talking to 
them about their own 
issues. 

“That’s where I come 
in. Sometimes older 
children can find it dif¬ 
ficult to discuss their 
fears and feelings, but I 
try to create the situa¬ 
tion which allows them 
to open up to me and 
we can work them 
through together, 
involving the rest of the 
family, if really neces¬ 
sary. 

“At Ty Hafan, we 
arrange opportunities 
for the siblings to get 
together on a regular 
basis. 

“It’s hugely benefi¬ 
cial for them to be with 
others who are in a sim¬ 
ilar situation, and who 
understand. 

“This can be particu¬ 
larly good for those 
whose brother or sister 
has died, and we run a 
special event every year 
for bereaved siblings. 

“The annual camp 
trip is always great fun 
- whatever the weather, 
they can all let off 
steam and have a really 
good time,” Lynne con¬ 
cluded.

I 
pointed out they were far 
better looked after than 
by our Prime Minister 
who forgot to pick up his 
child in the car! 

“Actually, it wasn’t a 
committee meeting, but a 
pleasant gathering of 
other workers; and with¬ 
in a month, we met virtu¬ 
ally everyone in the com¬ 
munity.”

In just a 
few short weeks, 
the National 
Eisteddfod ‘pavil¬ 
ioned village’ has 
been recreated at 
its new home for 
2012 at Llandow 
and is ready to 
provide hundreds 
of attractions for 
thousands of visi¬ 
tors from this 
Saturday, August 
4. 

As The GEM was 
going to press, last- 
minute preparations 
were under way on the 
hugely impressive site. 

The organiser 
Hywel Edwards said 
that people would be 
thrilled by the scale of 
the National 
Eisteddfod and what 
was on offer. 

“It’s only when visi¬ 
tors arrive that they 
realise just how big it 


all is. In total, the site 
covers around 140 
acres - the area for the 
pavilions is 33 acres, 
the youth village is 15 
acres, and car parks 
and caravan parks 
account for 45 acres 
each. 

“The average num¬ 
ber of visitors in 
recent years has been 
150,000 people. 
Sometimes it can get 
up to 160,000 people; 
another year, it might 
be nearer 140,000.” 

One of the organis¬ 
ers’ main considera¬ 
tions in choosing a site 
it to make sure it is as 
accessible as possible 
for a good slice of the 
population. 

“We like somewhere 
people can travel to 
within an hour and 
this year takes in areas 


A NEW walking trail explor¬ 
ing the life of lolo Morganwg 
was launched at the Bear 
Hotel in Cowbridge this week. 

The launch was timed to coincide 
with the arrival of the National 
Eisteddfod in the Vale. 

Locals and visitors gathered in the 
shadow of a 12-foot sculpture of 
Edward Williams, bom near 
Llancarfan, but better known by his 
bardic name, lolo Morganwg. 

Among the speakers were Dr Prys 
Morgan and Professor Geraint E 
Jenkins, who also celebrated the 
launch of his new book on lolo’s life: 
‘Bard of Liberty: the Political 
Radicalism of lolo Morganwg’. 

The 6.5-mile lolo Morganwg Trail 
has been funded by Creative Rural 
Communities, the Vale Council’s 
mral regeneration initiative. It cele¬ 
brates the life of one of the area’s 
most colourful characters while guid¬ 
ing visitors around the heritage sites 
in the Vale. 

lolo Morganwg (1747-1846) is 
renowned for his leading role in the 
18th century cultural renaissance of 
Wales. His creation, the Gorsedd of 
the Bards of the Island of Britain, was 
in essence the first Welsh national 
cultural institution. It was designed to 
raise the profile of the Welsh culture 


and language and foster a sense of 
pride. 

Coun Lis Burnett of the Vale 
Council said: “lolo Morganwg was 
the Vale’s greatest advocate, referring 
to the area as ‘Britain’s Paradise’. It 
is fitting that we celebrate one of our 
most famous sons as we welcome the 
National Eisteddfod.” 

Branwen Dickson of Creative 
Rural Communities, added: “The 
local interest in lolo during the course 
of developing the trail has been fan¬ 
tastic. 

“We’re particularly grateful to 
Professor Geraint E Jenkins, who vol¬ 
unteered his time to provide the his¬ 
torical content for the trail booklet.” 

To mark the launch of the trail a 
guided walk will take place on 
Monday, August 6 at 11am, starting at 
Cowbridge Walled Garden. The walk 
will be led by local ramblers and 
accompanied by Dr Cathryn 
Charnell-White. 

The trail booklets are free to pick 
up at the Vale Council stand at the 
Eisteddfod (A24 and A25) and at sites 
in the Vale including Costa, The Bear 
Hotel on Cowbridge High Street, the 
Bush Inn in St Hilary, The Blue 
Anchor in East Aberthaw and St 
Illtyd’s Church, Llantwit Major. It is 
also available online at: www.visit- 
thevale.com.

It’s one of 
our finest arts and cul¬ 
tural festivals, and pro¬ 
vides us with an oppor¬ 
tunity to celebrate our 
culture, our heritage, 
and our language. 

The Welsh language 
is an important and 
defining characteristic 
of Wales. It belongs to 
all the people of Wales 
- Welsh speakers and 
non-Welsh speakers 
alike. 

The Vale has seen a 
substantial increase in 
the number of Welsh 
speakers in recent years. 
This is largely due to 
the Welsh-medium edu¬ 
cation. 

Eor example, the per¬ 
centage of seven-year- 
olds in Welsh-medium 
education in the Vale 
has risen from 10.9 per 
cent in 2001 to 13.7 per 
cent in 2011. 

There are now five 


Welsh-medium primary 
schools and one second¬ 
ary school in the Vale. 

These include the 
two Welsh-medium pri¬ 
mary schools in 
Llantwit Major and 
Barry that opened in 
September 2011. 

The challenge, how¬ 
ever, is to go one step 
further and provide 
opportunities for chil¬ 
dren and young people 
to enjoy using Welsh 
outside school. 

Earlier this year, we 
launched our new Welsh 
language strategy - ‘A 
living language: a lan¬ 
guage for living'.

|ATIENCE is a 
^virtue. 

That’s what I've 
always been told. Sadly, 
though this isn’t one of 
my strengths and it 
shows when I run late. 

I’ve got a meeting at 
Gwel an Mor, Portreath, 
Cornwall at 4pm, and 
despite leaving 
Hampshire at 10am, it 
looks as if I’m not going 
to make it in time. 

So the Volvo S80 D5 
SE Lux Geartronic four 
door saloon has a tough 
job to please me over 
this 200-mile journey, 
which the AA says can 
be covered in four hours. 

When there’s a 
straight run, the Volvo is 
a delight - the six-speed 
automatic box is gener¬ 
ally smooth, occasional¬ 
ly a little jerky. The 
intelligent cruise control 
cleverly keeps the car a 
safe distance behind the 
car in front and even 
automatically accelerates 
as long as the vehicle 
ahead is moving. 

Disappointingly, it 
doesn’t operate at stand¬ 
still, requiring driver 
intervention. When the 
Volvo isn’t following a 
vehicle, cruise control 
works at speeds of 
20mph and above. 

It’s on overtaking that 
this system becomes 
frustrating, because the 
S80 maintains the speed 
of the vehicle it was 
behind, making it neces¬ 
sary for the driver to 
kick the accelerator and 


override the system. 

Once you realise this, 
there’s no problem, but 
it might be useful if the 
car could sense when it’s 
overtaking and act 
accordingly. 

Over a long journey it 
becomes apparent that 
there are too many dis¬ 
tractions from safety 
gadgets for my liking. 
The lane departure func¬ 
tion makes an annoying 
buzz whenever the sleek 
Swede strays over the 
centre-line of the road or 
something comes into its 
path, which happens a 
lot, to my surprise and 
eventual irritation. 

Thankfully, this can 
be switched off, 
although it automatically 
comes back on every 
time the engine is start¬ 
ed. 

The BLIS (Blind Spot 
Information System) 
function that sees a red 
light flash on the inside 
of either wing mirror, 
when a vehicle is pres¬ 
ent, is helpful. 

But this, combined 
with the lane departure 
function, and the flash¬ 
ing light that appears on 
the dash, when an object 
such as a traffic light is a 
little close for the 
Volvo’s liking, proves 
too annoying for me. 

Undoubtedly these 
safety features are very 
worthy but they end up 
making me take my eyes 
off the road. Perhaps this 
is because I am unfamil¬ 
iar with the vehicle, as I 
explain in my video at

testdrives.biz. 

My concern is that 
drivers could become 
lazy by relying on these 
functions and then forget 
themselves when driving 
other vehicles. 

These qualms do not 
detract from the fact that 
the S80 is an excellent 
long distance compan¬ 
ion, with plenty of 
power when required. 

This diesel will travel 
from 0 to 60mph in just 
8.1 seconds and onto 
140mph, laws permit¬ 
ting. The interior is 
incredibly comfortable, 
light, airy and spacious. 

The front seats cosset 
their passengers in a way 
that few others do - they 
are even electrically 
heated and cooled. I par¬ 
ticularly like the cold 
function, as leather does 
have a tendency to get 
sticky on a hot day. 

So, despite my moans 
we arrive at Gwel an 
Mor, Cornwall thorough¬ 
ly relaxed. 

Unfortunately, the 
near side rear tyre suf¬ 
fered a puncture and to 
my surprise there is no 


warning light on the 
dashboard to alert me - 
and I can’t tell when I’m 
driving. 

I only discover the 
sorry looking rubber on 
my arrival in Cornwall. 
In common with other 
manufacturers, Volvo no 
longer provides a spare 
wheel, instead a punc¬ 
ture repair kit that plugs 
into the cigarette lighter. 

A solution from a bot¬ 
tle screwed to the kit is 
then pumped through the 
tyre in about seven min¬ 
utes, temporarily repair¬ 
ing the puncture. Once 
this process is complete 
the Volvo can be driven 
up to 50mph for no more 
than a few hundred 
miles. 

On locking the S80 
for the night, I have an 
issue with the lights. 
Although lights on a 
Volvo have always auto¬ 
matically switched on 
and off there is the 
option to turn them on 
manually, which I do 
and then proceed to for¬ 
get that I’ve done so. 

Often a helpful buzzer 
sounds to alert you of 


your error - even m my 
ageing Eiesta. But not in 
the S80. Thankfully a 
passer-by tells me. 

During our time 
together the S80 travels 
to Mevagissey, down the 
narrowest roads I have 
ever encountered and 
tackles frustrating dou¬ 
ble roundabouts, which 
are a common occur¬ 
rence throughout 
Cornwall - and from my 
observations incredibly 
easy for many pre-occu- 
pied motorists to mis¬ 
judge. 

“Overall this stylish, 
supremely luxurious 
vehicle, with its fair 
share of chrome, does 
score highly with me. 
Returning 44mpg results 


in more than 600 miles 
from the 70-litre tank. 

It has to be said that 
during the test the S80 
has improved my 
patience too, so perhaps 
those safety features that 
annoyed me so much 
have helped after all.
